Upon the 9th of Fwre 1662, not far from Dorcheſter, about five of 
the clock in che afternoon, there appeared two Suns together in the 
Heavens, The fajſe Sun was exceeding bright, and did ſend forth 
Rays as the other did : It ſeemed to be about an hour and half higher 
than the true Sun.; but it fer before it, This is confirmed by Letters 
from unqueſtionable hands, who informed themſelyes of the truth of 
it from the cye-witneſles themſelves, |

By Letters from perfotis of very good reputation it is certified, that

On the 20th of F#ly 1662, abour an hour after Sun-ſet, ſeveral 
perſons Inhabitants of Chillivgron near Chard, in the County of Se- 
merſer, ſaw towards the Welt, a very long Cloud, of an extraordina- 
ry azure colour, and immediately out of the Cloud came forth the

Upon the ſame 25th of -J#ly 1662, one Ann Waltow of Poplar, 
near Black-wall, in the Parith of Steprey and County of Middleſex, 
was delivered of a ſtrange and monſtrous Birth : Ir ſeemed to have 
neither Face nor Head, bur a great black Lump reached down to the

On the ſame 3oth of July 1662, in the afternson,- there happened 
near Maxfield in Cheſhire, a very ſtrange and dreadful Whirlwind, a 
true and exact account whereof trom ſeveral Perſons of great Inte- 
grity and Diſcretion, take as followeth, | T4 

Upon a place called Boſly CAMMoor, about a mile and an half from 
eMaxficld, there aroſe a Cloud, like to a-great Pillar. of Smoak, which 
ſeemed to have fire in it; in height it was like a Church-ſteeple, the 
breadth about 15 or 20 yards, which making a moſt dreadful noiſe, 
wznt but (lowly, near the ground, for about fix or ſeven mites, tevel- 
ling all-before 1t.: It threw:down all.the Fences, which in-thofe parts 
axe generally Stone-walls;' many of the: Stones iwere carried a very 
ercat diſtance-from the'places where they firſt were.”

About the beginning of March 1661, one Mr. Johnſon a Miniſter, 
who came out of [re/aud, and was placed at a Town called Lanckes, 
or Lancras, near Biddiford in the County of Devon, was much impor- 
tuned by the Pariſhioners, and more eſpecially by one Mr, Hutchins 
( who did urge him with greater violence than all the reſt ) to Admi- 
nifter the Sacrament in a promiſcuous way, and according to the 
Cannon. He for a while reſiſted their importunity, and being a man 
very much for Reformation, was unwilling to gratifie them in their _ 
demands, eſpecially upon the terms which the Pariſhioners with ſo 
- Much violence infilted on, But at length he was perſwaded to do it, 
'and told them, that if they would buy Bread and Wine, he would 
adminiſter it to them ; which accordingly was performed on their - 
part, And when the day came, he proceeded to the Celebration of 
the Ordinance ; and while he was engaged in the work, or immediat- 
ly after,,.he was ſmitten Dumb in the place," and ſo.continues to this 
'day : He only makes a noiſe with his tongue, and ſeems to be defirous 
to fpeak, but cannot. The other Perſon, v12. Mr. Hutchins, who 
was ſo zealous in the buſineſs, was alſo at the ſame time bereft of 
'bis Senſes, and went forth Curling and Swearing, and remains out- 
-Fagiouſly Mad to this day. Such as. were eye-witneſſes of this ſad 
diſpenſation, have given us aſſurance of the truth of it..

Tn the beginning of March 166, one Mr, Polewheele, Miniſter

Accuſers, the next Lord's Day after, he read the Common-Prayer. 
Book, which, according to his expeRation, proved aneffeRual ex. 
dient to attain the end which he propoſed to himſelf in doing of 
it. But the following Week, this man, upon occaſion, Riding from 
home, over-took a poor Woman travelling on foot upon the Road ; 
when he came up with her, he told her, he wuſt Ride over her : 
Ride over me Sir ( ſaid the Woman ) what needs that ? the Way is broad 
enough for us both. That # all one (ſaid he ) I will ride over thee : 
and then ſet ſpurs to his Horſe and bare her down, and tode over her 
indeed ; and not only ſo, butgave her feveral blows with his Staff, 
whereby ſhe was ſo hutt and wounded, that within two dayes after . 
the poor Woman died. Whether the Law hath proceeded againſt 
bim the laſt Afﬀſizes we have not as yet received any certain account,

bs Light and Conſcience, hanged himſelf with his Surſingle. 


| Ata Town called Kantor, in the County of Dorſer, not far from | 
Sherbourn, one Mr. Palmer was Miniſter, who through the importu- 
nity of ſome of his Acquaintance and Relations, was prevailed with 
to read the Common- Prayer-Book ; but afterward was filted with 
much horrour of. Conſcience: for it, and ſpoke to a Frieftd to go to 
ſome Godly People, and intreat them to Pray for him ; andwithal, 
ſignified to him the cauſe of. his trouble : Bur his terrors and tempra- 
tions encreafing on him, and falling into the very depth of deſpon- 
dency and deſpair, did either ſpeak or ſend to his Friend to d«\, 
and to ſay nothing of what he had told him ; and within a very (] ort 
time after, viz, on the zth of March 166r, did. hang himſelf- in his 
Chamber with his Conſecrated Girdle, vulgarly called a S»rfgl/e. 
This ſad ory 1s publickly known throughout the Country, and hath 
much affrighted and aftoniſhed many of our late New Conformiſts 
in thoſe parts. But ſome, to palliate the buſineſs, have given it out 
that his troubles did not ariſe from any ſenſe h& had of the evil of 
Conforming, but becauſe he had lately laid out a great deal of Mony 
upon a Purchaſe, which proved to have a vety cracked Title, & ſo was 
cheated of all his Mony. Whether this be true de fate yea or no, 
is not worthy of a diſpute ; but that it ſhould be aſſigned as the cauſe 
of his diſcontent, and of what followed upon it, we can by rio means 
allow, in regard of the ſure and undoubted evidence we have of the 
truth of the whole Relation above-mentioned. However, it is agreed 
on 
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onall hands that he was a New Conformiſt, and upon diſcontent 
ſoon after he had praQtiſed his Conformity, did hang himſelf with his 
Surfingle ;' which certainly is ſufficient to ſtartle any one whoſe Con- 
ſcience ts not ſeared with an hot Iron, that hath offered violence to his 
Principles, and for f/thy Lucre ſake hath received the Mark, of the 
Beaſt on his Forehead, or in his right hand. And we hope that this and 
ſo many other pregnant inſtances of the like nature, will be eſpecial- 
ly obſerved by all the Brethren in” the Miniſtry, who have hitherto 
kept a good Conſcience in that particular, as ſo many gracious and 
ſeaſonable warnings from the Lord ; yea, as ſo many certain Sea- 
marks to direct their courſe that they may ( notwithſtanding all their 
temptation ) be preſerved from ſplitting not only their Credit and 
Reputation, but the peace and comfort of a good Conſcience up- 
on that fatal Rock of Conformity,

In the ſame Month of March 1661, one Mr. Knight, a Miniſter in 
Suſſex, a zealous and Ritfe Non-Conformift, was by importunity, 
and for fear of looſing his Place, prevailed with to make a promiſe 
that he wouldin a promiſcuous way, contrary to his former pragice, 
oive the Sacrament to the Whole Pariſh at Eaſter following. When 
the day drew near, he was much perplexed in his mind, and expreſ- 
ſed a great deal of trouble, that he ſhould ſo far wrong his Conſcience 
as for fear of a little outward loſs, to do a thing ſo valtely difagree- 
- Ing to his preſent Light and former PraRice, he languiſhed and de- 
clined very much under the ſenſe of his guilt herein, and it pleaſed 
the Lord to remove him by a ſeaſonable death, before he had aQually 
diſcharged his engagement, the thoughts whereof were ſo bitter and. 
dreadful to him, to the laſt moment of his life.

Prayers, did ſharply reprove him for uſing ſuch rude, and 
defaming words of ſo holy and perfe& a Platform as that was ; and 
Withal told him in a menacing way, that before he was a month older 
he would make him, and all the reſt of the Phannatick Non. Confor- 
miſts in the Pariſh, come to Divine Service, ot ſuffer the 'ſeyereſt 
Penalties which the Law in that caſe had provided. But it'pleaſed 
the Lord, that before the time which he aſſigned for the execution of 
his threats was expired, he was ſeized by a deſperate Sicknefs, which

One Mr. John Buckles, Parſon of (hefter, about five miles from 
Durham, a man notorious in the Country for Sweating and Drunken- 
. neſs, with many ſuch other Prelatical endowments, did upon the 
13th of April 1662, Preach in the Cathedral of Darham, in the 
courſe of one of the Prebends there, His Text was, Prov.24.16. 
For a juſt man falleth ſeven times, and riſeth again; but the wicked ſhall 
fall into miſchief. From Which Scripture he took occaſion to come 
within the compaſs of the. Prophets #7, 1» calling Evil good, and 
Goed evil; and accordingly it came upon him : For, before he had fully 
finiſhed his Sermon, the uſe of his tongue, and one fide of his body 
was taken away by a dead Palfie ( as was conceived ) he continued 
ſo till the Tueiday following, and then died, This is ſo notoriouſly 
known at Durham, that none in the City nor yet in the Biſhops Pa- 
Jace, have the face to deny or queſtion it, Woes”

33 
to hear him, and it was known before-hand what Subje& he intended 
- to handle in that Sermon ; For, not long before, he Preached before 

' the Lord Chancellour, and his Lordſhip being much delighted with 
his Diſcourſe, made way for him to Preach the ſame Sermon again 
before his Majeſty : It having firſt paſs'd the Scrutiny of ſo wiſe and 
learned a man, and ſo great and famous a Counſellour ; and having 


- now the Stamp of his Exzcommn upon it, every ones expeRation was 


heightened, and happy was he or ſhe among the greateſt Wits inthe 
Town, that could accommodite their Humour in getting conveni- 
- ent room in the Chappel, to hang upon the Lips of this ſo great an 
Oracle, The fore-mentioned 13th of eApril-was the day appointed 
for the aRing of' this Scene over again ; and doubtleſs, according to 
expeRation, it mult have a very fair Reception now in the Second 
Edition of it, whoſe Ex:t before was attended'with ſo ſignal and great 
a Plaudite, The Service and Anthems being ended, Mr. South 
aſcends the Pulpit, the eyes of all were immediately faſtened upon 
him ; and after he had performed his obeyſance to his Majeſty, he 
names his Text, which was, Eccleſsaſtes 7. 10. Say not thou, What ts 


the cauſe that the former dayes were better than theſe ? for thou dorſt not 


enquire _—_ concerning this, Then, after a witty Preamble, he pro=- 
' Ceeds to the diviſion of the words ; and having performed that with 
* great dexterity, he layes by his Text for the preſent, and, according 
to the Popiſh-mode, addrefles himſelf to the Bid-prajer ; which be- 
ing ded, he reſumes his Text, and attempts to handle the ſeveral 
parts of it. The Prohibition in the Text he laboured to enforce by 
an Induction of particulars, The firſt was, That the Pagan times 
were not better than theſe ; then, The Popiſh times were not, &c. 
but the laſt inſiſted on, was, The times: of the late Rebellion ; and 
while he was endeavouring to evince that, Which was indeed the 
main thing he intended to handle ; it pleaſed God that he was ſud- 
denly taken with a Qualm, drops of ſweat ſtanding in his face as big 
as Peaſe, and immediately he loſt the uſe of his ſpeech, only he ut- _ 
tered ſome few words to this effe&t, Oh Lord ! we are all in thy hands, 
be merciful unto us : and then came down. The expeRations of all 
being thus ſadly diſappointed, they were contented with the di- 
vertiſement of an Anthem, and ſo the ſolemnity of: the Service for 
that day was ended, + | | 
| Tn the mean time, great care is taken of Mr, South, and by the uſe 
. of Cordials, and other meang proper for him in that condition, he ' 
uickly xecovers his Spirits, and was every way as well again as be= 
fore: And we ſhould be glad to _ he were more ſenfible - he 
; an 
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hand of God ups? him at that timz, waerein it is to be feared, he 
ſought his owa honour more thin Chrilt's, and therefore mer with 
this Rebukz from the Lord, wiich inJe:d we would hope in Charicy 
had fon: good Influence upon him ; for thz next Lord's day after, h2 
appeared agun before the ſam2 ſplendid Auditory , and as we were 
inform2d, he did, bzfore-hand, frez his Sermon frommany of thoſe 
Luxuriances waich before it was attended with, and brines it forth in 
a leſs Whoriſh attire than hz had clothed it with th2 day before; and 
fo, according to our b:ft informition, he w2nt on and finiſh: his 
Diſcoutle without the leaſt diſturbance or interruption. 

- And we muſt alſo further do the Gentleman this right, That he 
hath form21ly bzen ſubjeR to the inconveniencies of ſuch Qualms : 
For, ſone years ſince, waen he was appointed to do ſome Publick 
Exerciſe in the Hall at Chriſts-Charth, viz, to ſpeak a Spzech upon 
ſom2 great and fiznal Occafioa : When he had prepared ir, and it 
b:cam2 every Way proportionable to the tranſcendency of hiz parts 
and abilities, he gave it our to ſeveral of his Acquaintance, that he 
intended in that Speech ſeverely to laſh the Precifians and SeRatries 
of the Colledge, and the Univerſity alſo, Which bzing known a- 
broad, and the day wherein he was to perform what he had prepared 
being now com2, it occaſioned a great concourſe at Chriſts-Church- 
Hall of the younger Students, who were the greateſt Wits, bur of 
the molt profligate Principles both in that Houſe, and other Houſes 
in th2 Univerſity. To ſatisfie all their expeRations, Mr. South com:s$ 
forth, and addreſſes him(elf with a ſufficient meaſure of Confidence 
(whereof, by the way, there is no want in him) to ſpeak to this In- 
oenious Auditory : And indeed, the whole Scope of his Oration was 
little other than a moſt blaſphemous InveRive againſt Godlineſs,

However, thus much influence it had 
upon him, that from that time he lay under ſome ConviRtions of the 
evil of abufing thoſe good parts which God had given him in defaming 
thoſe Perſons and things which the Lord doth teſtifie his greateſt ap- 
probation of : and ſo from thence forward he ſeemed to be much more 

ſerious than before, and by degrees infinuated himſelf into the'good

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opinion of the then preſent Deas, . together with the moſt famous in 
that Houſe both for Religion and Learning : So that in a ſhorttime 
he was became a chief and eminent Member of that Society, which 
he continually before, as he had occafion, threw out his Paſquils a- 
- Sainſt, Yea, now as he had opportunity, he laid out his parts tothe 


uttermoſt, in defence both of the Doctrinal, and Practical part of 


Religion, and that too, according to the (irictett Notion of both of 
them. In his Publick Sermons at Mares ( the Univerſity Church ) 
he ftill appeared the great Champion for Calviniſm, againſt Soti- 
maniſm, and Armimaniſm, His: Carriage was now ſuch, and his 
Parts ſo exceeding uſeful and ſerviceable, that the Heads of that 
Party were conſulting how te give encopragement to, and accumu- 
late proportionable Preferments upon ſo hopeful a Convert: And 
had not the late Revolution happened as it did, he had doubtleſs been 
' advanceed to ſuch degrees of Promotion as the Intereſt of that ſort 
of men could have' procured for. him, and which his ſtanding in thz 
Univerfity did make him capable of, But his Friends fallivg, he fell 
with them ; and for one whole year at leaft, after the King came in, 
he was a Member of the Phannatick, ( hz knows what it means) Or- 
dinary in Oxford, By this time the 1mprefſions of his former Con- 
vicions being worn aut, and the wind of Preferment blowing at 2- 
nother door, he knocks hardatit; and if he may be admitted in, he 
will leave all his qzondams Friends, renounce his Principles, and lick 
up his own vomit again, for which he hath met with an early Rebuke 
from the Lord, and rtily wiſh it may be ſanRified to him, that 
he may not dare any more to kick againſt the pricks, nor arm himſelf 
avainſt the Almighty, the Rebuke of whoſe Countenance he is not 
able one moment to land before.

many Thouſands who went to ſee that Execution, there were two 
men, Inhabitants in Horſy- Down, who: in an eſpecial manner ate to 
be taken notice of, When they beheld Col. Burk#ead ( whom it 
ſeems they had a particular hatred againſt Y in the Cart, they expreſ- 
ſed, in a very rude manner their rejoycing, that now they ſhould ſee 
him die. They got very near the fire wherein:the Bowels were to be 
burnt, and having a convenient opportunity, did cut off a piece of 
Col. Barkead's Liver, and putitup in a Cloth ; and when the Exe. 

. cution was finiſhed, they carried this piece of Liver home with them; 
and in the afternoon, themſelves, with ſome other of their rude 
Companions, went to an Alehouſe to make merry, becauſe; as they 
ſaid, rhe Rogue BarkFftead was hanged ; and the piece of Liver which 
they brought home with them was produced, to heighten .theirmirth 
the more. At length, theſe two fellows drinking themſelves almoſt 
drunk, began to be very extravagant, and: reſolved they would eat 
up this piece of Col. BarkStead's Liver ; and: accordingly prepared it 
for the Coals, "then laid it on and broyled it, and then: did. eat up a 
200d part, if not all of it : upon which, they both-immediately fell 
defperately fick, andwithin a few hours one of them died : and the 
other not like to continke long in the world. This Relation is ſuffi 
cently atteſted by the Neighbourhood, who will. give ſatisfaQtz.

Juſtices-at the Quarter: Seſſions holden in the- 
Eaft Riding of York-ſhire ; avout ae Month , of April 1662, the 
Conſtables. were. enjoyned: to-Prelent,. and-biing in _

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Names of all ſuch Perſons as came not to their Parith Churches. For 
this purpoſe, the chief Conſtables of the ſeveral Diviſions; ſent out 
their Warrants to the Petty-Conſtables, requiring them to make 
Return accordingly. One of the ſaid Warrants came to the Con- 
ables of Hollam-in Holderieſs, the one of which was: unwilling to 
Preſent his Neighbors as was Tequired :: but the other was very zeal- 
ous and forward in the work, and made a Return of the Names of 
about twelve Perſons, -who:out of Conſcience could not joyn with 
the Pariſh: Worſhip, Preſently after he had done this, his Conſci- 
ence began to be much troubled for it ; and the. remembrance of it 
wrought ſuch diſquietneſs in his mind, as forced him to make ſad 
complaints to his Relations about it : and when he could find no eaſe 
that way, he went to his fellow Conſtable,. and acquainted him with 
his trouble, together with the cauſe of it, defiring him to try if he 
could get the Liſt of the Names which he had Returned, wicth-drawn z 
and pramiſed him twenty ſhillings upon his effe&ing of it, Butin 
that, his defires could not be-ſatisfied :- upon which, the anguiſh of 
his Soul was far greater than before, neither kc he which way to 
eaſe himſelf, For ſome dayes he continued thus in a very reſtleſs 
ſtate, and Satan (who alway watches his opportunity to do miſchief ) 
began to tempt him to deſperate courſes. His Relations being afraid 
thereof, kept a continual watch over him ; and one time his Son pre- 
vented him when he was about to drown himfelf, Bur his perplexed 
Conſcience haunted him like a Ghoſt, which through Satan's ſug- 
oeſtions did ſoon precipitate him into deſtruction : For many dayes- 
did not paſs over his head, before he: got an opportunity to throw 
himſelf into a Pond, where the miſerably ended his life. The truth 
of this very. ſad Relation, is publickly known and atteſted; and we 
hope will be a warning to all that hear of it, . to take heed how they 
ratifie the Devil indoing hisdrudgery,. leſt he make a prey of them 
in the concluſion; And we are certainly informed, that many.Con- 
ſtables, who live in thoſe parts where this ſad Tragedy was ated, do- 
make that uſe of it, and are warned by the example of this poor man...

3$ Some remarkable Accidents and ſignal Tudgerents, &c, 
on the Border of Somweerſet-ſhire, where lived one Dorothy Chapmes, 
4 Woman of very ill Fame in reſpe&'of her Converſation. - She was 
noted for Curſing, and uſing _ fad Imprecations upon any ſlight 
occalions. The outer-dcor of this Womans houſe wag firangely 
thrown open by this Storm ; and while ſhe was in the houſe with her 
three Children, one of which-was ſuddenly caſt under the Table, a- 
' ndther thrown down, and the third carried from: the fire-fide and 
thrown down in the middle of the houſe : the Woman her ſelf fiting - 
before the fire, was ſtruck dead ; her clothes down to the waſte were 
vety much rent and torn ; much of her hair torn from her head, and 
thrown about the houſe ; her head-clothes could not be found ever 
afrer ; the glaſs and bars ef a window broken out : ghere was alſo in 
a Chamber one of the boards, which was faſt nailed, blown up, and 
then nailed down again ; the houſe was very much rent and torn, both 
within and wichout; and nothing all this while ſeen in the houſe bur 
ſmoke, which was accompanied with the ſmell of brimſtone. 

This whole Relation comes from Leovard Chapman, Husband to 
the Woman, and her eldeft Son; . they have left the houſe upon ir, 
and are afraid to live any longer in it,

Much about the ſame time, one of the Troop which was then 
Quartered at Herrford, did very much threaten a Godly Miniſter in 
that Town,. for not reading the Common-Prayer; and gave out 
ſpeeches, ' that he woutd do him ſome great miſchief if he neglected 
to Conform any longer. It pleaſed the Lord, that ſoon after this, 
upon a quarrel between this Souldier and one of his fellow Troopers, 
that he was openly in the face of the whole Town, run. thorow by 
him, and died immediately, He.that murdered him made his eſcape 

reſently, and according to our beſt information hath nor fince been 
head of.

On the 5th of J#»e 1662, one of the King's Life-guard invited 
and perſwaded his Comrade, to go along with him inco-the Queens 
Chappel, at Hampton Coart, to ſee the faſhion of their Maſs-Service ; 
upon which, they both went into the Chappel together, and were no 
ſooner entred, but eicher at the Elevaiton of the Hoaſt, or ſom 2 
other very weighty occahion, all the Worſhippers fell ſuddenly down 
upon their knees. He that was fo forward to ſee fathions, adviſed 
with his Comrade, whether-ic were not civility in thzm to kneel al- 
ſo, who expreſſed much unwillingneſs to do it ; but the other imme- 
diately kneeled down as th2 reſt did, and while he was yet upon his 
knees, the hand of the Lord ſmote him : for his ſpeech was: quite 
taken away, and he was dead on one fide of his body ; and by the 
h2lp of his Comrade, and ſome-others that were preſent, was cat- 
ried out of the Chappel, and by his Majefties Command was con- 
veyed preſemtly to Kingſton, and committed to the Cure of Doctor 
Bates, who hath his abode there, So faras we can learn he is yet 
alive, but continues dumb and lame to this-day.
